I often passed an evening in the read- 
ing room of the library at Calgary,

me this reading room is the home of a 
hundred rare species of human nature. 
Among them all, however, I wonder 


most at the man who treads and reads 


and reads interminably, never lifting 
his eyes from bis book, passing from 
graft to love, from love to machinery, 
from machinery to race euicide, and 
from race suicide to what not, happy 
only if he has a book or magazine in hir 
hande, he wears the expression and 
appuarell of one who long ago quit think 
ing or dreaming of progress in himeel! 
in order to have more time to study the 
accounts of the progress of others. 1 
remember one day watching a ceitain 
sinall son of the house wading through 
«a large octavo volume of Pilgrims Pro- 
gress at a rate rather remarkable to say 
the least, At last | made bold enougn 
to suggest that he was an exceptionall; 
fust reader, “Oh yes,’’ he answered 
“And then mother has promieed me a 
quarter if I finished it this month, and 
1 have only today left.” There is the 
trouble with us and our reading. We 
have so short a time in which todo it, 
and eo much of it 10 do that we think 
should be done, that we cannot stop to 
absorb it. We have to race over 
many miles and miles of printed word, 
that it is utterly impossible to stop the 
Hyer to pick a daisy here and a wile 
rose there, We feel we must read about 
everything from onions to good roads 
aud we end by remembering nothing 
from good roads to onions,

ies but they read through their brains.
